sion of the 31st Legislature. For 
this all good people should re­ 
joice. Responsive to no neces­ 
sity or public demand, the pro­ 
posed measures were born of the 
petulent spite of a peanut poli­ 
tician who, happily for the state, 
will soon follow these still-born 
children of his hate and spleen 
into political innocuous desue­ 
tude.
